Atlas Distillery. At the Iowa Elevator 
the club saw the methods of cleaning, 
hoisting and rapid handling of grain. 

After going through that enormous 
building from the bottom to the top, they 
visited the Atlas Distillery. Mr. Ander¬ 
son, the superintendent, met them and 
conducted them through that enormous 
distillery, explaining the intricate process 
from the time the grain is ground until 
the spirits are stored away in the ware¬ 
house. 

At the next meeting, Tuesday, May 
10th, the following program was listened 
to: 

Review of trip to the Pottery.Mr. Trout 

Review of trip to the Iowa Elevator and 

the Atlas Distillery.Mr. Adelman 

Talk on Steam and the Steam 

Engine.Mr. Crawshaw 

Mr. Smith the engineer then took the 
members of the club to the engine and 
boiler rooms, and explained the practical 
application of many of the principles 
discussed by Mr. Crawshaw. 

On Saturday, May 14th the club made 
one of their most instructive and enter¬ 
taining excursions. It was to the Pump¬ 
ing Station of the Peoria Water Co., where 
Mr. D. H. Maury Jr. conducted them 
through the plant, sparing no pains to 
make simple the complicated machinery. 

He showed them a large filter, of his 
own invention, used to filter oil from the 
water used in the boilers. 

The large condensers and two modern 
contrifugal pumps were among the other 
interesting things shown them. 

By far the most successful as well as 
instructive undertakings of the club was 
the lecture on Monday evening, May 23d, 
given by Mr. Dabney H. Maury Jr., sub¬ 
ject, Warships. 


The club invited the students and 
faculty with their friends, and a large 
crowd listened to an excellent lecture upon 
what is at present a very attractive subject. 

The lecturer dwelt at length upon the 
history and development of warships from 
the time of the ancient Roman Tiremenes 
with its triple banks of slave propelled 
oars, down to the time of our modern 
iron-clad battleships. 

He showed how the Civil War had revo¬ 
lutionized naval warfare and naval archi¬ 
tecture. He explained the rangefinder, 
the use and dangers of the modern 
torpedo. 

The lecture was illustrated throughout 
with stereoptican views, showing all 
classes of modern war vessels from the 
small torpedo boats, which creep up un¬ 
observed on the enemy, hurl their missel 
of death and destruction and speed away, 
to the giant battleships, the floating 
fortresses with their enormous guns. The 
submarine boats were spoken of and their 
disastrous effect in the Civil War. 

The audience paid the best of attention 
throughout the lecture and responded with 
loud applause when the pictures of the 
battleship Maine and the great naval hero 
Admiral Dewey were thrown upon the 
screen.

C 2 H 5 O H, better known as alcohol, 
occurs frequently in nature, both in com¬ 
bination and uncombined. It forms the 
basis of a large series of liquid food 
articles, as well as medicinal products, and 
is most readily detected in these. A very 
common method of detection is the follow¬ 
ing: when the presence of C 2 H. O H is 
suspected, but not positively known, it is 
customary to rap three times at the side 
door, if the door opens and a small quan¬ 
tity of Ni is absorbed the presence of C 2 
H f) O H is conclusively shown. 

Another simple method consists in 
placing a small disk of Ag upon a marble 
bar, care being taken to exclude other 
persons. The Ag is then accompanied 
by a wink and a profession of stomach 
trouble. This method usually produces 
quantity sufficient of C 2 H 5 O H, but 
may be made more sure by adding to the 
Ag a caref^Hy weighed paper, certifying 
to the precarious health of the bearer. 

A less direct but frequently necessary 
way of showing C 2 H 5 OH may be men¬ 
tioned: an old coat, a watch Ag or Au, 
or any old thing is put in solution, but not 
entirely dissolved; when the object is well 
soaked the basic portion of the object put 
in solution will be exchanged for Ni, Au, 
Ag or a combination of these which may 
be converted into C 2 H 5 O H by any of 
the previous methods.
